REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

RE: Terek 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Following a diligent search it was determined that the prior art neither teaches 

nor suggests an isolated polypeptide comprising SEQ ID NO. 2, and a fragment of SEQ 
ID NO.2, which consists of SEQ ID NO.8. The following are the closest prior arts: 

Honey (US Patent No. 5,708,158, Date of Patent 1/13/1998) teaches an isolated 
polypeptide consisting of SEQ ID NO. 6. However, the sequence of the SEQ ID NO. 6 
is only 37% identical to the instantly claimed SEQ ID NO.2 (see sequence alignment, 
Exhibit A). 

Gaynor et al. (US Patent No. 5,677,143, Date of Patent 10/14/1997) teaches a 
polypeptide consisting of SEQ ID NO.2. However, the sequence of the SEQ ID NO.2 is 
only 58.3% identical to the instantly claimed SEQ ID NO.8 (see sequence alignment, 
Exhibit B).
